Also, she 
did not propose to make public the 
discussions on a Suez accord held 
between the Israel and the .U.S.

The Prime Minister's remarks 
were couched in the form of an- 
swers to newsmen's questions fol- 
lowing Mr. Rogers’ address. 

Mrs. Meir recalled that the Israel 
Government had Indicated its rea- 
diness to enter into agreement with 
Egypt on opening the ‘Suez Canal 
even before the conclusion of peace. 
This had been prompted by Israel's 
“vital interest’ in creating condl- 
tions and a mood conducive to prog- 
ress in peace negotiations. The 
principal condition was to be ag- 
reement not to resume the fighting, 
and to maintain a cease-fire of un- 
limited duration. To be sure, while 
the cease-fire was being main- 
tained, talks on an overal! settle- 
ment could move forward, 

Mra. Meir said: 

In contrast to Israel's stand, 
Egypt adopted a negative position 
regarding an agreemnt not to re- 
sume fighting. Egypt opposes an 
agreement for an unlimited cease- 
fire. In his speech at the U.N. 
Assembly, Mr, Rogers, instead of 
Strengthening the demand for an 
unlimited cease-fire, assumed the 
right to say things which actually 
free Egypt from responding to Is- 
rael's justified demand to end the 
fighting. 

While potnting out that a cease- 
fre of short duration was unrealis- 
tie, he deemed it right, for some rea- 
son, to state that a commitment 
for an unlimited ceas2-fire was un- 
workable within the framework of 
an Interim arrangement. One car 


hardly say that with such siate- 
ments Mr. Rogers did a good ser- 
vice to the prospects for an Inter!m 
settlement. 

Egypt's rulers can easily find 
Support in his atatements for their 
stubborn objection to the demand 
for an unlimited cease-fire, 

By agreelng to a settlement for 
the opening of the Canal, Israel was 
striving towards a separation of 
the armed forces and the prevention 
of war, We stated that under cer- 
tain conditions we would be pre- 
pared to submit to the Knesset for 
{ts approval a ceriain withdrawal 
of Israel forces from tha Canal line. 
But one of the main conditlons is 
that no Egyptian forces would cross 
to the east bank of the Canal. Con- 
trary to Israel's position, President 
Sadat declared repeatedly that 
Egyptian forces will cross the Canal. 

The Secretary of State indeed 
admitted that Israel and Egypt dif- 
fered on this point; however, he 
said there were prospects of a com- 
promise. I would be happy to learn 
that Egypt is prepared to agree to 
the Israeli position — that Egyp- 
tlan forces should not croas to the 
east side of the Canal in the frame- 
work of a partial settlement. As far 
as we know, Egypt has not altered 
her stand. 

Under the circumstances, these 
remarks of the Secretary of State 
arouse concera, since they are lfable 
to give Egyptian ‘leaders false 
hopes that Israel 1s expected to agree 
to a crossing of Egyptian forces to 
the east side of the Canal, whereas 
Israe!’s opposition Is in fact still 
firm.

BEIRUT (UPI). — An explosion 
ripped through a pile of suitcases 
being ferried to a Royal Jordanian 
Airliner aboard a trolley at Beirut 
Airport yesterday afternoon, a se- 
curity guard said.

The bag- 
gage was ripped apart just as the 
trolley reached the wingtip of the 
airliner. 

Alrport officials said the plane had 
arrived two hours late from Amman, 
putting it behind schedule. 

The suitcase in which the bomb 
was hidden belonged to a Jordan- 
ian diplomat, police sources said.

Vice-President Nguyen Cao Ky 
had charged a few hours before 
that the election was “brazenly 
rigged” by Thieu. 

The complaint was filed by Trinh 
Quoc Khanh, chairman of the “Com- 
mittee against Dictatorship,” labour 
leader Nguyen Ngoc Loli, and Sal- 
gon City Councilmen Duong Van 
Long and Ha The Ruyet. 

It challenged the legality of the 
election's organization by the In- 
terlor Ministry, the voters’ lack of 
choice, and the manner in which 
votes were tabulated and the final 
results determined.

Two days be- 
fore g the Prime Minister I 
had visited the leader of the mo- 
derately left-wing UNFP (National 
Union of Popular Maitre 
Abdurrahamen Bovabid, a tall, thin 
lawyer with a brown, leonine face 
and longish grey hair. We met in 
his flat full of books and paint- 
ings.

Young army officers 
tend to think of the model of 
Algerla —of military rule, efficiency 
and socialism with an Islamic over-~ 
tone. The political parties are plain-~ 
ly as anxious as the King himself 
to prevent any renewed military in- 
tervention in government — which 
might spell the end of them as 


weil as of the mobarchy. But they — 


are afraid that it might happen un- 
less there are political reforms. 


Malta: a step back from neutralism

: VALLETTA (Malta). — 

HE people of Malta heaved an 

audible’ sigh of reltef when 
Prime Minister Dom Mintoff an~ 
nounced that Britain and Malta 
were to open immediate detailed dis- 
cussions on a new defence agree~ 
ment which he hopes will bring 
More cash to his small island's 
empty coffers. 

Mintoff hes not only succeeded in 
prolonging the Western presence 
here. He has probably saved him- 
self the acute embarrassment of 
having 9,000 Maltese employed with 
the British services on the dole and 
losing the £13 million the British 
defence services spend here each 
“year. 

Any agreement with NATO coun- 
tries will again bring back warships 
to Grand Harbour, particularly the . 
American Sixth Fleet which he 
banned from visiting the Island in 
June. 

And among his thousands of sup- 
porters it will revive flagging 
morale mostly engendered by what 
appeared to be political brinkman- 
ship in his dealing With Britain 
and his refusal to say how much 
he has been asking for allowing 
Britain to continue to use the bases. 


Right approach 

Now the people are assured that 
his tactics were the right approach 
— after all, he ls poised to continue 
good relations with Eritain, Nato 
and Libya — without committing 
himself to ome side or another 
while ensuring that the iskand’s trea- 
sury will ποῖ sound so hollow. 

The Maltese are delighted by the 
agreement which could well enable 
Malta to stay within the Western 
orbit and not go entirely towards 
the Libyan brand of neutralism 
which many had feared would he 
the upshot if the negotlations had 
failed. 

Under the new arrangement, 
which followed talks in Britain be- 
tween Mintoff aud Premier Edward 
Heath, the aim is to work out the 
financial aspects of a new defence 
agreement within three months and 
@ complete aud detailed one in six. 

This will bury in the process the 
tet-year agreement signed seven 
years ago on the independence of 
the island, under which Malta got 
£48 millon while Britain and her 
Nato allies had the right to use 
military facilitles on the island.

STORNOWAY, Isle of Lewis (Ofns).— 
N= Stewart wove 18,000 yards 

of Harris tweed last year. To 
do it-meant working steadily for 
nine hours a day at the loom in 
his croft. He does not think he 
will get the chance to work 80 
hard this year. The Harris tweed 
industry has been depressed for 
over 12 months now. and Stewart 
cannot remember it being so bad 
for many years. 


For Neil Maclean, a fellow croft- 
er weaver, the tweed depression 18 
not quite so serious. For over 40 
years he has been weaving 9,000 
to 10,000 yards of Harris tweed 
a year. Now at 61 he is glad of 
more time to concentrate on sheep 
breeding. 

But for the 1,200 crofter weavers 
scattered throughout the Outer He- 
brides and especially on the main 
island of Lewis the recession is 
serious. At the moment the yarn 
mills are getting back into their 
stride after an extended summer 
holiday but there are no signs 80 
far of any recovery of sales to 
the key American market. 


25 pet. jobless 


In Lewis, where 85 well ag the 
weavers there are 800 people 
working in the mills, unemployment 
reached 25 per cent at the start 
of this month. “Unemployment has 
rocketed here in the past two 
months," says Robin King, recently 
posted to Stornoway, Lewis’ ca- 
pital, as Development Officer by 
Ross and Cromarty County Council. 
All told there are now 1315 un- 
employed on Lewis. 


For many, Lewis (population 
25,000) is scarcely more than 6 
comic opera island, a paradoxical 
blend of whisky galore, the harsh 
Protestantism of the Free Church 
of Scotland, the Wee Free, and 
the most jealously guarded Sabbath 
io the British Isles. 


Guidebooks present the crofter 
weavers (and there are nearly 
4,000 crofts on the island) as 
carefree people singing in their 
native Gaelic as they weave. They 
never mention how shatteringly hard 
the work can be — the labour of 
treadling a heavy loom by foot and 
the concentration needed to weave 
an intricate tweed. 


Lewis itself is deceptive. Visitors 
who come looking for a primitive 
Hebridean island are taken aback 
by the evident bustle and sophisti- 
cation of the only town, Stornoway. 
Bven outside the town there are 
few “black houses,” the old pri- 
mitive crofts, left. Far more common 
is a new croft house with a deep 
freeze and a good car. The is- 
land has one of the highest car 
populations per head in tain. 

. But . beneath this there .is-.a: 
higher reality. The igland’s fine 
comprehensive school, the Nicolson 
Institute, sends some 40 pupils a 
year on to university, “It’s a tri- 
umph and a disaster,” says Donald 
Stewart, MP. for the Western 
Isles. “They attain educational stan- 
dards they cannot use here.” 


Economic dropouts 


For ordinary school leavers pros- 
pects are also bleak. There are no 
jobs on the island this summer, 
and even the mainland cannot help 
out this year, Sheer economic pres- 
sure Ig forcing a record number 
of pupils to stay on at school after 
the normal leaving age. In a grim 
way, Lewis and its people have 
learned to live with this sort of 
situation with some dignity. The 
present unemployment rate is the 
highest for 13 years but is still 
only slightly above a rate that has

TEL AVIV. The Director-

Tat-Aluf Yerhamiel Dori, Chief 
Army Engineer, said the fortifica- 
tions built along the Suez Canal 
under fire during the “war of at- 
trition" were a major element in 
the cease-fire. What was construct- 
ed after the cease-fire contributed 
to the continuation of quiet. 

The army engineers also did 
much to reduce saboteurs’ crossings 
by constructing roads and building 
fences along the borders, he said. 
He paid tribute to electronics in 
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assuring a peaceful frontier.

to reach an agreement with the 
Egyptians on tke opening of the 
Canal, οὐ the assumption that such 
an agreement would sot lead to 
the cessation cf the Jarring talks, 
yet would sot be bound by their 
progress. 

We stressed the seed for a gua- 
rantee that any agreement reached 
would not be altered by fluctuations 
in the Jarring taiks, We assumed 
that 8 partiai settlement on the 
opening of the Canal might foster 
progress ix the talks — in the 
direction of an overall settlement. 
However, such an agreement should 
be mutual and self-sustaining. 

At the same time, we emphasized 
that the point to which the Israel 
Defence Forces would withdraw 10 
the framework of a partial settle- 
ment would not be considered final, 
andthat whena peace agreement 19 
reached, our forces would retreat 
to the permanent and agreed border 
designated in the peace treaty. 

From the day the issue was rais- 
ed, we stressed that the agreement 
for the opening of the Canal was 
not to be tinked te any commit- 
ments regarding additional phases 
of withdrawal prior to peace. 

Tt soon transpired that despite 
our position, Sadat does not cons!- 
der either the opening of the Ca- 
mal or the normalization of Iife ia 
the Canal area to be of prime 
importance — ‘Sut rather an Is- 
raeli commitment to implement his 
version of Security Council resolu- 


tion 242 — total withdrawal to 
the former border. 

The demard for such an advance 
commitment on Isracl’s part was 
what alsa Drought about the stand- 
stil in the Jarring talks, which 
were conducted in the framework 
of the Security Council resolution. 


‘We had hoped that the Secretary 
of State would continue in his ef- 
forts lo convince Egyptian leaders 
of the value of an agreement to- 
wards opening the Canal as o self- 
sustaining settlement, without bind- 
jag Ko to conditions and dellbera- 
tions connected with the overall set- 
tlement. Unfortunately, he gave 
Egypt the opportuaity to Interpret 
his remarks as a confirmation of 
thelr position — tylng an agree- 
ment on the opening of the Canal 
to an Israeli commitment to imple- 
meat their version of the Security 
Council resolution. 

The position taken by the Egypt- 
jan Government contradicts the 
basic premise of an agreement for 
the opening of the Canal. Instead 
of ἃ cessation of fighting — a ccase- 
fire with ao time limit — Egypt 
Proposes a short-lived cease-fire, 
after which the fighting might be 
resumed, 

Instead of separated forces, Egypt 
Suggests bringing the forces face to 
face by bringing her troops to the 
east side of the Canal. And instead 
of taiks without preconditions on 
the terms of the peace settlement, 
she hopes to impose a distorted 
interpretation of the Security Coun-
